sense that they sustain a living death 
imposed upon tliem by commercialism. 
It is true that our people have Leeu 
robbed of their individuality as citi- 
zens, and have been robbed of their 
chief industry HS a means to make a 
living, but th»y et.ill live and are likely 
to continue to live for some timo in 
U-e fatiire HS a commonwealth aud us 
a people. 


Th9 people of the State are not on 


their knees beggtog as they have bean 
for a little fresh air to relieve them 
from the foul odors of the pest-house 
of slavery, provided and farniahad by 
commercialism, as they have broken 
the oonds tbat bound them to worship 
a commercial juggernaut, and are in a 
position to demand their rights *fter 
the manner of their ancestor?, by re- 
spectful petiiion first, and if not heard 
itieo, by all thu means known to civil- 
ized «nd euliKlUentd meu.tlll they are 
heard. Thera is not anything in the 
catalogue of oppression that oould be 
ascerUlued through ingenuity applied 
to invention of means to crush aud 
dbspuil our people of their ludivldual- 
ity and their 
righfful heritage as 


American*, which hat not been in- 
vented and applied b/ commercialism. 
The people of Navdda are n weak peo- 
ple, wbicb largely explains the cause 
for ear oppression. 


The cowardly make-up of oommer- 


cialism is manifest in nil it does ia 
connection with weak people*, whiob 
is abundantly established by the war 
WHged against the |j08rg by cotnuier. 
cialism in Great Britain, and by the 
w«r prGsecutrd by commercialism in 
the Dulleil St*t*i ugaiost theFllipluos. 
While we hare been and are despoiled 
by commercialism, it is so oiuob the 
more our right to have an appropria- 
tion to aid us in seonrioj; the required 
means for impounding water to irri- 
gate ocr lands, whiob weuld aid as to 
recover from tbe commercial ordeal 
our people bare been made to pass 
through. When there is an appearance 
even tbat we are regarded ae men 
ebonld be, who are entitled to at least 
a few of the rights of freemen, we are 
prepared to forgive and forget.
